Male Survivors of Human Trafficking

Although the majority of human trafficking victims are female, the
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exploitation of males for labor or commercial sex is largely

underreported. This is, in part, due to the following reasons: Supporting Male
Survivors
1. Culturally-enforced, gender stereotypes (i.e.,
Males are “strong” and “tough”, males can’t be TRAUMA-INFORMED
victims) Build on the survivor’s strengths
2. Unaware they are being victimized or exploited and emphasize the survivor’s
3. Belief that there are no resources or supports physical and psychological
4. Fear and/or shame safety to prevent further harm
